Reports that coffee rationing 
would be ordered again were 
based on charges that Brazilian 
exporters would hold back their 
supplies for higher prices, with 
the office of price administra­ 
tion refusing to permit a price 
increase even if it meant ration­ 
ing because of shorter imports. 
Million Ba gs A Month. 
The 
war 
mobilization 
chief 
said Brazilian Finance Minister 
Arthur De Souza Costa, in a 
public statement in Rio de J a ­ 
neiro, has given assurances that 
one million bags of coffee a 
month will be provided to the 
American coffee trade through 
normal trade channels. 
Byrnes pointed out that stocks 
of 
coffee 
in 
this 
county 
for 
civilian use totalled 670,000,00b 
pounds, compared to 201,000,000 
pounds when coffee rationing 
began in November, 1942, and 
487,000,000 pounds on Ju ly 29, 
1943, when rationing ended. 
He said the reports that re­ 
rationing was imminent caused 
runs on stocks in grocery stores 
in some parts of the country,

Byrnes reported there is ‘•four 
months’ supply . . . now avail­ 
able,” and said that resumption 
of shipments “will make possi­ 
ble the maintenance of an ade­ 
quate working inventory." 


The Nebraska Supreme

The International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers local union 
No. B-763 and preferred 
stock­ 
holders in 
the 
Power 
company 
sought sim ilar 
relief, 
and Clar­ 
ence 
J. 
Calabria, 
a 
taxpayer, 
intervened to raise the question 
of constitutionality of the act. 
Writ Issue d. 
District Judge Dinen issued a 
writ of mandamus and enjoined 
further proceedings in the m atter, 
but held against Calabria. Appeals 
were filed by the commission, by 
the city, and by Calabria, who 
claimed the act was special legis­ 
lation. 
The stockholders contended that 
the act would take property with­ 
out due process of law, in viola­ 
tion of the constitution of the 
United States. 
Attorneys attacking the validity 
of the act 
said 
that since the 
question must be settled eventu­ 
ally, it should be decided now. 
The court set aside the entire 
day for argument of the Omaha 
cases.

It isn’t so much one m an’s opinion in this 
critical period of American history—the opinion 
of even as trained and as seasoned an observer 
as the editor of The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, or 
w hat may be w ritten here or elsewhere, that is of 
im portance. 
The truth is w hat people are con­ 
cerned about. 


Now, the reference to the “slick tactics of a 
jury law yer” goes to a most distressing develop­ 
ment.

Dewey was rushed for time, but after expressing 
horror and indignation that Mr. Roosevelt should 
deliver a political speech and saying that he 
would not join in the descent of m ud slinging, 
Mr. Dewey waded in up to his neck . 
Does anyone 
think it prom otes national unity to say that the 
president’s 
policies 
“cost 
countless 
Am erican 
lives”? 
Mr. Dewey, if he is over-burdened him ­ 
self, should have somebody edit his speeches so 
that they m ak e sense. 
And once again he brought 
out the H ershey statem ent about k eeping the sol­ 
diers in the arm y, although, as The Post-D ispatch 
pointed out bluntly, Dewey should have been told 
by some k ind friend that it is H ershey’s job to 
put people into the arm y and not to tak e them 
out; and that Hershey hasn’t a thing to do with 
demobilization.

This is really amazing. 
When a man quotes another, even his political 
rival, the general idea is to quote w hat is said; 
not tw ist and turn it into a m eaning entirely dif­ 
ferent than w hat had been expressed. 
Mr. Dewey 
is playing high, wide and handsom e in m any of 
his statem ents. 
He is, as The Post-D ispatch said 
he was, swinging wildly and utilizing the slick 
tactics of a jury lawyer. 
T hat is not a m atter 
to bring rejoicing to partisans on the other side 
of the fence in the dem ocratic camp, because those 
tactics usually fail. 
It is a m atter of very deep 
regret because surely the American people realize 
this is no tim e for that k ind of stuff.

These 
all require fats to make. 


2 W e must help in the rehabilitatio n 
o f liberated co untries, such as Greece, 
N o rw a y and 
the Netherlands, with 
medicines, machinery , etc. 


3 M a ny facto ries no w pro ducing fo r 
war w ill turn to manufacturing the 
civ ilian go o ds we need so urgently . 
These facto ries w ill co nsume v ast quan­ 
tities o f industrial fats.

do mestic pro ductio n o f fats and 
o ils. But during the nex t 12 mo nths, 
because o f a smaller ho g kill and 
reduced y ields o f so me o il-secd 
cro ps, we ex pect a p p ro x im a tely 
a b illio n-a nd -a -third p o und s less o f 
fa ts w ill b e p ro d uced .

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In just the last few weeks—since 
we last repo rted to y o u o n canned 
fruit and v eg etable pro spects—three 
impo rtant thing s hav e happened: 


— the War Food Administration has in­ 
creased percentages of several items 
to be set aside for military use. 


— weather has definitely cut down a 
number of pack estimates. 


— the manpower situation has become 
more difficult. 
That is why Del Mo nte, as the lead­ 
ing canner o f fruits and v eg etables, is 
co ntinuing to issue this wartime series 
o f repo rts. During this emerg ency , 
all o f us must wo rk to g ether. Only 
with kno wledg e o f what lies ahead 
can any ho usewife intellig ently plan 
her sho pping o r understand the pro b­ 
lems facing her g ro cer. 


Fruit Situation Tight 


Peaches are a g o o d ex ample o f what 
can happen to a canning cro p. Pro s­ 
pects were g o o d fo r a bumper y ield 
o f fresh peaches in Califo rnia, when 
stretches o f ex tremely ho t weather 
matured the fruit so fast that canner­ 
ies co uld no t handle the full cro p with 
av ailable manpo wer. 
This cut do wn the who le industry ’s 
pack. Tho ug h we had ho ped to do bet­ 
ter, it no w lo o ks as if the to tal natio nal 
pack this y ear will be o nly abo ut av er­ 
ag e, o r slig htly o v er av erag e at best. 
A mo nth ag o , the industry knew the 
g o v ernment’s requirements fo r canned 
peaches wo uld be v ery heav y . Since 
then, the Quartermaster’s Department 
has upped its quo tas still further. This 
means that supplies fo r civ ilians will 
be materially less than last y ear. 
On pears, while the pack turned o ut 
better than early estimates and will 
pro bably ex ceed last y ear’s, g o v ern­ 
ment needs are larg er also , and the 
amo unt o f canned pears o n y o ur g ro ­ 
cer’s shelv es will be v ery small. 
The industry ho pes to “ put up” 
slig htly mo re fruit co cktail than last 
y ear but quo tas fo r o ur fig hters hav e 
also g ro wn — so ag ain, it means less 
o f this po pular fruit at y o ur g ro cer’s, 


Del Mo nte Pineapple and Pineapple 
Juice will be still scarcer than last y ear. 
Pineapple is a two -y ear cro p. The 
dro ug ht o f 19 4 3 meant that we were 
no t able to pack a no rmal amo unt in 
19 4 4 — in spite o f a fav o rable ripening 
seaso n. Military requirements hav e 
also been increased. 
The g o o d news in the fruit picture 
is aprico ts. A bumper cro p resulted in 
the larg est pack o n reco rd. Tho ug h 
military wants are twice as g reat as 
in 1 9 4 3 , y o u can ex pect as many Del 
Mo nte Aprico ts as y o u ev er did. 
In to tal, fruits will be av ailable to 
civ ilians in v ery limited quantities.

About 20% Less 


On v eg etables— as o n fruits— re­ 
member that we are telling the sto ry 
o f to tal supply and what is likely to 
happen o n the ho me fro nt if present 
military demands co ntinue. 


However, 
this 
picture 
could radically 
change on vegetables if the government 
reduced quotas out of this year's pack, or 
released substantial quantities from reserves. 


In o ur last repo rt, we estimated that 
the industry ’s pack o f canned peas 
wo uld be less. No w we kno w the 
amo unt av ailable fo r civ ilians will be 
abo ut a fifth less than last y ear. 
The g o v ernment quo ta o n co rn has 
no t increased. But the to tal cro p was 
smaller and the supply fo r civ ilians 
will be co nsiderably less than last y ear. 
Asparag us pro ductio n slig htly ex ­ 
ceeded last y ear. Military needs also 
increased, so the civ ilian supply is ap­ 
pro x imately the same as last seaso n. 
It is ex pected that the supply o f g reen 
beans will be slig htly less. 
We had ho ped to hav e g o o d news 
o n beets and carro ts. But the armed 
fo rces asked the industry to supply 
them with three times a s ma ny car­ 
ro ts as last y ear, and twice a s ma ny 
beets. So ev en if packers succeed in 
pro ducing a much larg er v o lume, civ il­ 
ians wo n’t see as many as last y ear. 
Jhe canned to mato pack will no t be 


co mpleted befo re the end o f Octo ber.

Back ailments, including lesions 
of th e intervertébral discs, are be­ 
coming a major h ealth problem 
among men in th e armed forces 
and in industry . Dr. Howard A. 
Graney , 
associate 
professor 
of 
surgery at th e Des Moines Still 
College of Osteopath y , told dele­ 
gates to th e Nebraska Osteopath ic 
association’s war service confer­ 
ence 
Monday 
morning 
at 
th e 
Cornh usker h otel. 
Workers wh o do h eavy lifting 
in cramped positions are especial­ 
ly susceptible to spinal injury , as 
are servicemen wh o are subjected 
to severe jolts. Dr. Graney said. 
Jolts Bring Injury . 
“Any 
activity 
in 
wh ich 
th e 
spinal column receives severe jolts 
is likely to result in injury to th e 
intervertébral discs and conse­ 
quent abnormal pressure on th e 
spinal cord or on spinal nerves," 
h e ex plained. He described inter- 
vertebral discs as “cush ions” be­ 
tween th e vertebrae. 
Oftentimes injuries to th e in­ 
tervertébral discs can be treated 
successfully by osteopath ic m a­ 
nipulations with th e h ands, al­ 
th ough frequently th e condition 
requires 
surgery ,” 
Dr. 
Graney 
said. 
Periodic ch eckups for service­ 
men and war workers as a means 
of combatting th e rapid increase 
in back ailments were urged by 
th e speaker. 
“Th e man with poor postural 
h abits or th e man wh ose muscles 
are not supple is in much greater 
danger of suffering spinal injuries 
th an one wh ose muscles and joints 
are 
normally 
flex ible 
and 
in 
proper alignment,” Dr. Graney 
asserted. 
“If industrial firms would in­ 
stitute regular ch eckups for th eir 
men, both employ ers and em ­ 
ploy ees would save in doctor bills 
and time lost from work. More 
important, such an arrangement 
in th e present emergency would 
constitute a real contribution to­ 
ward greater efficiency in th e war 
production program.”
